Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-21, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 257, subclass

II. Claims 22-29, drawn to a method of making semiconductor devices, classified in 
class 438, subclass 1+.

In the instant case, the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process, for example, by 
forming the impurity regions by traditional photomasking before depositing the first gate 
electrode layer.
